As Germany’s import of food articles 
in 1897 amounted to 250,000,000, it is supposed they will 
go without a meal a day for national reasons, so as to 
change the adyerse trade balances which have existed for 


a long time, 
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Editorial Trade Review. 


The same old story is told all over the country by 
every dealer enterprising enough to be in the forefront 
of our progressive business. ‘The entire trade is in the 
full tide of the wave of prosperity. Demand for almost 
everything of a seasonable character indicates a phen- 
omenal season for sales,while the supply of goods upon 
orders that have been booked for months is in some 
cases appallingly inadequate. Even the most method- 
ical buyers who anticipate their wants by entering 
orders a long way ahead of a specified delivery, suffer 
with the rest. Many of the old orders given at low 
prices in the early Spring for staple requirements, be- 
cause they were ordered from manufacturers too im- 
provident to purchase material for their date of comple- 
tion, are as yet in unfilled serenity. The filling of the 
orders would be at a positive loss through no fault of 
the buyer, but entirely owing to the speculative pro- 
pensities of the manufacturers, who in the Spring, 
could not coax themselves to believe that the prevailing 
advance in quotations would last longer than a month 
or so. 

How many firms are there, blest with fair stocks made 
slightly excessive by early deliveries on orders, that 
disposed of their line of staples to Spring trade at prices 
showing a good profit on actual cost, but which cannot 
to-day be bought within a large percentage of those 
quotations. Yet this will ever be. The anxiety to 
make a sale, the satisfied feeling of a fair profit largely 
in excess of previous percentages, a knowledge that 
stocks are somewhat heavier than usual,the probability 
of tempting a new customer—all these motives and 
many more usually accompany business done on a rising 
market. 

It will not be plain sailing on the ocean of traffic 
during this season. Raw material isin too many cases 
simply unobtainable, and anything but prompt deliver- 
ies even in fragmentary quantities will be the feature 
of the relations existing between the manufacturer and 
the jobber. 

The tone of the market is strengthened materially 
by the sustained demand, even under the maintenance 
of quotations deemed unnecessarily high, but not pro- 
hibitory; goods composed largely of material in which 
labor enters but little, showing the greater percentage 
of increase in price. A few conservative manufacturers 
doing a successful and profitable business in their well- 
known specialties, have made few if any changes, 
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preferring a diminished profit to radical advances jp 
established retail prices long maintained. 

Jobbers are more inclined this season to take the ful] 
profit permitted by the filling of old orders; the dis. 


position so noticeable in the Spring of throwing away 
advantages secured by wise buying being less notice- 
able. Theretail demand continues excellent although 
the full advance on present prices is not always obtained 


in making sales to a critical consumer. 


Terms on Hardware. 


In June, of this year, the American Steel & Wire Co. 
announced that beginning with July ist,their terms on 
their product would be changed to thirty days net, with 
no discount whatever for prepayment. 

This announcement certainly came as a surprise to 
the trade, and was strenuously opposed by many of the 
leading jobbers without avail. It is now regarded as 
one of the ‘‘ Signs of the Times” and has undoubtedly 
come to stay. 

This company found, what many have not realized, 
that in giving the jobber and retailer two per cent. dis- 
count on their purchases when paid for in ten days, 
they were giving them a discount equal to the rate 
of fifteen per cent. per year. They rightly con- 
cluded that this had ceased to be sound business policy, 
and unjustifiable when they could borrow all the money 
they might need to carry the accounts at less than six 
per cent. 

The time is rapidly approaching when the discount 
for cash on all descriptions of Hardware will be either 
lessened for the same reason, or done away with 
entirely. 

When the terms of sixty days, with two per cent. off 
for cash in ten days were adopted, it was done for the 
express purpose of encouraging slow-paying customers 
to settle more promptly, and but a very small per- 
centage of those in the business, that were sought to 
be benefited, took advantage of it. As the country 
became more prosperous, and money less scarce, a 
larger number of dealers were enabled to take advan- 
tage of the discount for cash and the greater then 
became the burden to the manufacturer and jobber, 
because they were giving their customers, in a number 
of instances, two and one half times what it would cost 
them to borrow the money and carry the accounts to ma- 
turity. This manufacturing company has simply taken 
the initiative in a custom which is destined soon to be- 
come quite general in the trade, because these are the 
days when the close buyer haggles over a cent and in 
larger transactions, over even the fraction of a cent. 

Those who adopt these terms are placing themselves 
in a stronger position, one where they can give the 
purchaser every advantage possible in the way of price, 
and as the public become more familiar with the bene- 
fits to be derived from this course of action the more 
will they regard the terms with favor. 


Industrial Sunshine. 


With magnificent crops on every hand,turning wealth 
into the coffers of the agricultural consumer, who has 
already tasted the fruits of prosperity in the plentitude 
of nature’s bounty. He is now engaged in scheming 
how to expand his output by increasing his natural 
facilities. The laborer and skilled artisan in almost 
every industry are straining to the utmost to double the 
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amount of employment formerly required, with increas- 
ing pay in each successive pay-roll as an incentive to 
increased exertion; they too have needs to supply and 
wants to dwell upon, better houses to live in,and hand- 
somer equipment of the same to make glad the hearts 
of the local dealers, who are only too willing to enter- 
tain their increasing importance as purchasers. Sav- 
ings banks all over the happy land show increasing 
hoards,the proverbial laying aside for a rainy day,aug- 
menting in an encouraging ratio the number of the 
frugal among our citizens, until the time may possibly 
arrive when the stigma of improvidence will be placed 
inthe background as a national characteristic. 

No one can predict the increasing prestige which 
may but a few years hence, make us the grandest in- 
dustrial nation on the face of the globe. Excelling in 
every line of creative industry in which the established 
precedents of centuries of employment—blazoned in the 
annals of nations—shall fail to become even the object 
lessons, which industrial excellence should always com- 
mand, except in a country where mechanical skill sur- 
passes in prominence and excellence the standards of 
achievement which have formed epochs in long ages 
of progressive development. 

It is sad to see a tendency in some quarters towards 
industrial unrest with which professional agitators afflict 
the work-blest laboring classes. Because employment 
is plentiful on every hand with good pay, they feel as 
though they can risk weeks of idleness to accomplish 
some form of coercion towards a harassed employer, 
which a few years ago would have been regarded high 
treason against the benevolent manufacturer, who 
frequently at that time ran his factory at an inade- 
quate profit, only to keep his workmen together, his 
wheels at work and the fires of his forges lighted. 
Gratitude toward the dispenser of employment, the 
provider of the field of labor, the glad patron of the 
pay-roll, is not a distinguishing characteristic among 
the restless workmen of these indulgent times. It 
does not need any Cleveland strikes, Brooklyn disturb- 
ances, or industrial anarchy in many other places, to 
realize that when the working forces see a chance to 
show how dictatorial they can become they hesitate 
but a little to prove their power, and selfish and unnec- 
essary demands jeopardize the prosperity so gladly 
welcomed a few months previous, 


Exports to Our Provinces. 

Exports from the United States to Cuba, Porto Rico, 
Hawaii, and the Philippines were, according to a statement 
just prepared by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, larger 
in the fiscal year just ended than in any preceding year in 
the history of our commerce with those islands. Even the 
reciprocity years, 1892, 1893 and 1894, in which the exports 
from the United States to Cuba and Porto Rico were greatly 
increased, do not show as large a grand total as does 1899 
with all of the disadvantages of war conditions which pre- 
vailed in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines during a 
part of the year. To Cuba, the total export for the year 
does not reach the large figures of the two full fiscal years, 
1893 and 1894, in which the reciprocity treaty with Spain 
was in operation, and to Porto Rico the total export of 
1899 was slightly less than that of 1892, during three- 
fourths of which the reciprocity treaty was in operation, or 
1594, in all of which it operated. To Porto Rico the total 
exports of the fiscal year 1899 are nearly 25 per cent. in 
excess of the average annual export during the preceding 
decade; to Cuba they are nearly 50 per cent. greater than 
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the average during the preceding decade; to Hawaii, they 
are more than twice as much, and to the Philippines more 
than three times as much as the average annual exports 
during the preceding decade. These figures, it is proper 
to add, do not include the exportations to the islands in 
question by the Government either for use of its troops or 
in aid of the temporarily destitute. 

While the total imports into the United States from these 
islands is not as large as in earlier years of the decade, this 
is due solely to the fact that they did not have the supplies 
for exportation, this being especially true of Cuba whose 
sugar plantations and works were so largely destroyed 
during the war with Spain. That our imports from these 
islands are rapidly increasing, however, is shown by the 
fact that those from Cuba in the year 1899 were 66 per . 
cent. greater than in 1898; those from Porto Rico, nearly 
5° per cent. greater than those of the fiscal year 1898, and 
those from the Philippines nearly 20 per cent. in excess of 
those of last year, while those from Hawaii show a slight 
gain over last year and an increase of 30 per cent. over the 
fiscal year 1897.

Among 
the speakers who are announced to participate are the fol- 
lowing: G. E. Russell, president, and H. L. Russell, secre- 
tary, of the Springfield Hardware Social Club, Springfield, 
Mass.; A. H. Decatur, of Baldwin, Robbins & Co., Boston, 
and several others. There is every reason to believe a 
full attendance of members will be one of the features of 
the occasion, and that subjects of such vital interest will 
be handled in an interesting and entertaining manner. 


Patents and Trade Marks in Cuba and the Philip- 
pines. 

An official circular has recently been issued by the War 
Department at Washington, stating that in the new terri- 
tories of the Islands of Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philip- 
pines, now subject to Military Government by the forces 
of the United States, owners of patents, including design 
patents which have been issued or which may hereafter be 
issued, and owners of trade-marks, prints, and labels, duly 
registered in the United States Patent Office under the 
laws of the United States, shall receive the protection ac- 
corded them in the United States; and an infringement of 
the rights secured by lawful issue of a patent or by regis- 
tration of a trade-mark, print, or label shall subject the 
person or party guilty of such infringement to the liabilities 
created and imposed by the laws of the United States; pro- 
vided, that a duly certified copy of the patent of the cer- 
tificate of registration of the trade-mark, print, or label, 
shall be filed in the office of the Governor-General of the 
island wherein such protection is desired; and, provided, 
further, that the rights of property in patents and trade- 
marks secured in the islands of Cuba, Porto Rico, the 
Philippines, and other ceded territory, to persons under 
the Spanish laws, shall be respected in said territory, the 
same as if such laws were —— force and effect.

But biggerness being the universal slogan, the 
agency of advertising is not to be trifled with. Newthings 
must be known to become of value; old things must be re- 
freshed to save them from the junk heapsof oblivion. It’s 
the same with a business reputation. Fame is shortlived 
at best, and it should therefore be exploited to its fullest 
extent while it lasts. ‘Tis true merit proclaims itself, but 
printer's ink proclaims merit.

It’s rare when a man faces all he claims in this world of 
commercial mendacity. I know of one who does, William 
M. Newton, the stove lining man. If his claims do not 
come true, you may have the satisfaction of punching 
various holes in his portrait on the bag. Whatever he has 
the face to say he will back up, even if he has to get his 
own ‘‘ back up” to do it. 


The building activity has experienced a temporary check 
through the inadequacy of the supply market and the re- 
sultant high prices upon structural iron, which is the 
‘‘trust”’ of modern building material.

An Ohio dealer gives a cake of soap with every article 
of polish he sells requiring the use of the hand, and fur- 
nishes a dozen sheet rolls of toilet paper with the ‘artistic 
and practical” toilet paper — he sells in conjunction. 


A butchers’ barbecue attended by practically the whole 
town, had the usual meat-dressing contest. A Hardware 
dealer, specializing butchers’ tools, furnished all the para- 
phrenalia for use at these contests, and incidentally adver- 
tised the fact upon the tent canvas and besides furnished 
enough printed waxed paper to wrap up all the sandwiches 
dished out. The decision of the contest was embodied in 
his next-day newspaper announcement in a clever com- 
mercial way. Thus: first prize was won by Joseph Metzger, 
using a Bradley cleaver; Disston butcher saw, Foster steak 
knife purchased from etc., etc.

HARDWARE costs only One Dollar a year. 
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What Other Nations Think of Our Growing Ex- 
ports. 


That the growing popularity of American manufactures 
in all parts of the world is recognized by the manufactur- 
ing and mercantile communities of other nations is shown 
by a series of statements just published in the Monthly 
Summary of Commerce and Finance issued by the Treasury 
Bureau of Statistics. This series of statements, which is 
to be followed by others of a similar character from month 
to month will indicate to our manufacturers and exporters 
what the people of other parts of the world are thinking 
and saying about their products. While the general growth 
of our export trade has been phenomenal, the feature 
which has naturally attracted most attention is the growth 
in exportation of manufactures and their popularity in 
markets formerly held by other nations. The exports of 
manufactures from the United States are now averaging a 
million dollars a day. Inthe 212 days from January Ist to 
July 31st the exports of manufactures were $211,975,904, or 
practically $1,000,000 a day, while in the corresponding 
period of 1895 the exports of manufactures were $110, 389,- 
940, or practically a half million dollars aday. That this 
phenomenal growth by which our exports of manufactures 
have practically doubled in four years should have at- 
tracted attention is not surprising, and it is both interest- 
ing and instructive to know what is being said about it by 
those interested in similar lines in other parts of the 
world. 

The following are extracts from the statements pub- 
lished in the Monthly Summary of Commerce and Finance 
just issued: 

From the Mark Lane Express: ‘* The importation into 
England of foreign agricultural machinery, principally 
from America, and intended for transhipment is con- 
stantly increasing. During the past few months the 
steamers of the Wilson line have landed in Hull unusually 
large quantities of agricultural machinery and implements. 
Practically the whole of it is sent abroad, large quantities 
being for Russia, which a few years ago was supplied al- 
most wholly with the English made article.” 

From a Smyrna correspondent of the Sritish Trade 
Journal: ‘‘Among the nations now struggling for supre- 
macy in our markets we must number the Americans, who 
have thrown themselves heart and soul into the battle, 
and it appears to me that in a very short time they will 
prove most formidable antagonists.” 

From the Belgian Vice-Consul at Bangkok: ‘‘ The bicycle 
is met with in every street of the capital. Europeans are 
not the only patrons of cycling; the Siamese have acquired 
a taste for it, and the Chinese, in spite of their costume, 
which renders bicycle riding difficult, have even followed 
their example. Most of the bicycles now met with in Siam 
are of the American, English, or German origin. One 
American bicycle sells at 280 ticals, the tical equaling 30 
cents; another firm imports American cycles, which sell at 
240 ticals. German machines imported are found too heavy 
for Siam, and dealers have been asked to import machines 
which could compete with American cycles.”’ 

From the British Consul at Mariupol, Russia: ‘‘ There is 
still a large market in Russia for machinery, machine 
tools, leather belting, wire ropes, shovels, coke forks, 
mining and other tools. I prevailed upon some of the 
local dealers to pass some trial orders for tools from Eng- 
land, but they informed me that English prices were too 
high, and that they could have bought the same articles 
from Germany or the United States more cheaply. I am 
ata loss to account for the American competition, when 
one takes into consideration the heavy cost of transport, 
and especially when it must be admitted that the goods are 
said to be in no way inferior to those of British manu- 
facture.”’ 

From the London Mechanical World: ‘‘ Undoubtedly we 
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are indebted to American designers for many practical 
notions, particularly in milling and grinding machinery, 


but in general it may be said that the conservatism which 
dominates our business methods has much to do with the 
apparently indifferent showing made by our machine too] 


makers in comparison with American manufacturers. [n 
England we rarely meet with a catalogue of machine tools 
which gives such detailed particulars as will enable the 
construction of the machine to be made out, and a probable 
estimate of its capabilities obtained. On the other hind, 
the American machine builder takes the prospective pur- 
chaser into his confidence, giving information which would 


almost enable any builder to make the machine who was so 


disposed. English builders object to this policy which they 


consider as ‘giving too much away,’ but facts are against 
them if the success of American tool makers is conclusive 
evidence on the matter.” 

From the London Engineer: ‘‘We see no reason why 
statements favorable to American engines should be made 
if they are not true. We have the best interests of the 
locomotive builders of this country at heart, and we should 
wholly fail in our duty if we said pleasant things and main- 
tained that the typical English locomotive must be the 
best for Austria or South America or China or Africa, 
just because it is the best for the railways of the United 
Kingdom. Americans more fully understand what is 
needed for railway service in a new and cheap country 
than we do, and we ought not to be too proud to learn 
from them.” 

From the Sritish South African Export Gasette: ‘‘Among 
the thirty-three classes of American goods enumerated as 
being exported to Africa in March, twenty show an in- 
crease and eleven a decrease. The increases include 
cycles, builders’ Hardware, sewing machines, scientific in- 
struments, clocks and watches, cotton manufactures, leather 
manufactures, canned beef, pickled beef, hams, pork, 
sugar, molasses, mineral and vegetable oils, manufactured 
tobacco, books and seeds. The figures are full of import 
for all classes of British manufacturers, showing as they 
do that American competition has to be met in all depart- 
ments of trade. The energy which our trans-Atlantic 
cousins put into all their new departures is earnest of a 
sufficiently active exploitation in the near future, which 
can only be met with renewed care and energy on the part 
of English firms.” 

From the Canadian Manufacturer: ‘It is the opinion of 
many Canadian importers of such goods from the United 
States as come into competition with those from Great 
Britain that the discrimination of 25 per cent. in favor of 
British goods has only a trifling effect upon the volume of 
imports from the United States. Canadian consumers of 
the leading articles made of iron or steel, and of other 
metallic goods show a decided preference for those made 
in the United States and will not take British goods even 
if the preferential duty causes them to be proportionately 


lower in price.”’

It iscalculated that the shareholders of the United King- 
dom outnumber the railway employes by about 40,000,

trade in this country by a number of gentlemen represent- 
ing the varied Hardware interests of England. 

William W. Supplee’s many personal friends, especially the 
members of the National Hardware Association andthe many 
readers of //ardware, who have been numbered for many 
years among the customers of the Supplee Hardware Co., of 
Philadelphia and its predecessors, will be greatly pleased 
that the gentleman, whose estimable traits of character 
nave caused them to admire and associate themselves with 
him in so many popular movements for the benefit of the 
industry, received such a hearty welcome at the hands of 
those who had kept so thoroughly in touch with his achieve- 
ments and successes. 

Mr. Supplee left his home about the middle of July ona 
combined business and pleasure trip to Europe, which was 
expected to extend over about sixty days. He reached 
London Wednesday, July 26th, and before twenty-four 
hours had passed was waited upon hy gentlemen represent- 
ing the National Hardware Association of England, who 
were desirous that he meet at luncheon as many of the 
officers and members of the Association as could be called 
together by the Friday following. 

Mr. James Rogers, President of the English National Hard- 
ware Association, officiated as chairman, and at the conclu- 
sion of the luncheon, in proposing the health of the Queen, 
coupled with her honored name the President of the United 
States, and in an eloquent and feeling manner referred to the 
harmonious and fraternal relations existing between the two 
great nations represented by those whose health they pro- 
posed todrink. Nations, which in showing great progress in 
commercial relations on every hand, were becoming more 
firmly united in all the elements of successful achievement, 
and working together with a complete and cordial under- 
standing, assuring a continuous prosperity, which, distin- 
guishing both countries, would undoubtedly increase and 
not diminish. 

Mr. Joseph Hood, ex-president of the National Hardware 
Association, then proposed the toast ‘‘ Our Guest.” 

The gentlemen present were, he said, glad to welcome 
and to wish ‘‘ God speed” to one representing that great 
American nation over the water, and they were especially 
glad to welcome Mr. Supplee, because he was indelibly 
connected with the trade by which they lived, and also 
because he was, in a sense, that day representing a kindred 
association across the water. 

They gave Mr. Supplee on his own account, and on 
account of the association he was representing, the 
National Hardware Association of the United States, a 
hearty welcome. 

Mr. Hood said in his early days he spent many years 
with a firm whose name was a household word in the 
United States, as it wasin the Midlands; he remembered 
the enormous trade that they used to do with the United 
States. Since then there had been considerable changes in 
the business relations between the two countries, and he 
felt that Mr. Supplee would rejoice with them that, not- 
withstanding these changes, America stood higher to-day 
than it did thirty years ago, and England was never more 
prosperous, the relations between the two countries never 
more cordial. He complimented Mr. Supplee on repre- 
senting an Association that aimed at the raising of the 
standard of business methods and business morals. 
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Mr. Supplee, who was warmly received, said, in part: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: I thank you for this mark 
of kindness toa stranger visiting your country, This gracious 
act of courtesy is but one of the many signs of the under- 
lying bond of friendship which exists between the two sec- 
tions of the Anglo-Saxon race separated by the broad 
Atlantic. And I desire to say to the gentlemen present 
that my countrymen will always remember with profound 
admiration the advanced and exalted position taken by 
England during our recent quick and decisive war with 
Spain, when we as a nation were called upon to sacrifice 
the lives of our own brave men in order to rescue a people 
from poverty, starvation, want, and perpetual bondage, 
fully realizing that their future guidance (until they could 
stand alone) would require time, care and expenditure of 
millions of money. 

Electricity, steam, telegraph and telephone have short- 
ened time and connected distances, and we find our daily 
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morning papers upon our breakfast table containing the 
news from every section of our own country, extending to 
our newly acquired colonies, spanning the broad Atlantic to 
Great Britain, containing news from India and the Trans- 
vaal of the preceding day, with the same degree of regu- 
iarity as of the occurrences around the corner in our own 
city; and gentlemen, I further thank you in behalf of the 
members of the National Hardware Association of the 
United States, with which my name has so long been con- 
nected. And at this point permit me to say that the officers 
of our Association were gratified upon the receipt of a let- 
ter from your Hon. Secretary, Thomas F. G. Coates, under 
date of October 21, 1897, stating that an association similar 
to our own was started in Great Britain in July of that 
year. I now desire to emphasize what our secretary, Mr. 
T. James Fernley, has already written, that we extend our 


‘congratulations and wish you all possible success in your 


laudable undertaking. 

‘‘The natural question for you, gentlemen, to ask would 
be, Wkat has our Association accomplished ? My answer 
is, in the short space of time, far more than the most san- 
guine mind could have anticipated. We have realised the 
fact that we could ‘ build better than we knew;’ we have 
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created reforms in trade, stifled obnoxious jealousies, and 
improved the standard of business methods and mercantile 
trading; and manufacturers have commended us upon the 
reasonable, intelligent, and consefvative course pursued, 
and have asarule accepted our stggestions with proper 
consideration and respect. We feel, as our manufacturers 
now feel, that the interests of the merchant and mant- 
facturer are mutual. But I will say to you, gentlemen, 
what I have upon many occasions stated to our members, 
that, without the full co-operation, loyalty, and cordial sup- 
port of our members, we could not have reached the posi- 
tion we now sustain in trade circles. The victories at the 
Battle of Waterloo, where all Napoleon’s former reputation 
was annihilated, and the Battle of San Juan which ended our 
war in Cuba, were not achieved solely through the generals 
and officers in command, but by the aid of the brave and 
unflinching men in the ranks. 

‘‘ The text of the constitution and by-laws of that Asso- 
ciation reads: ‘The object of this Association shall be the 
promotion of more friendly business relations, and mutual 
confidence and good-will with each other and with manu- 
facturers.’ The broad principles we advocate are equity, 
justice, and liberality; we concede and recognize the fact 
that each firm reserves the right to conduct its own busi- 
ness, and weadvocate and strongly urge one point at which 
all jobbers and manufacturers can safely and judiciously 
aim, namely, ‘a high standard of business methods.’ 
When that point has been reached, we believe that the 
greater number of evils will already have been corrected. 

‘‘ At the first meeting called to organize the Association, 
about one hundred persons were present; names of about 
twenty-four firms, however, were enrolled in the list of 
membership. This number was quickly doubled, and soon 
quadrupled, and could easily be extended beyond our 
present number, but the aim of our Association is :—Eligi- 
bility to membership shall consist in the purchasing and 
distributing ability, with corresponding capital employed, 
by each firm, rather than a desire for numerical strength 
only. 

‘‘We have members from almost every State and large 
city in the country, covering a vast area, and containing a 
population of about seventy-five million of people. We 
estimate that with our now about two hundted members 
the capital invested may reach sixty-five million dollars 
with an employed capital, however, of not less than one 
hundred million, and with an estimated average yearly 
sales of from two hundred and fifty to three hundred mil- 
lion dollars. These members have in their employ prob- 
ably not less than three thousand salesmen, who in their 
traveling capacity in effecting sales, each passing over an 
average say of twelve thousand miles a year, would bring 
the grand total of thirty-six million miles travelled yearly 
by the combined salesmen. 

‘‘What manufacturing industry could not safely entrust 
the distribution of their product to the combined efforts of 
those who employ this amount of capital and give employ- 
ment to this number of salesmen. 

‘‘ For some years prior to the formation of our Association, 
and extending over some two years after its organization, 
trade conditions throughout the country were in a most 
unfortunate arid deplorable state of uncertainty commen- 
surate with capital invested, and time, energy, and strength 
contributed. The manufacturers tacitly adopted differ- 
éritials in prices with the corisumer; the retail merchant 
and the wholesale trader wete not regarded with that de- 
gree of respect to which the heavy purchasing power of 
the latter entitled them, and on the part of the wholesale 
trader the untrodden paths of friendship were tangled with 
a wild overgrowth of both local and sectional jealousies, 
suspicion, ill-advised, and perhaps vindictive competition. 
Persons doing business in one city were not acquainted 
with competitors in either distant or adjacent cities, neithe 
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did confidence in each other exist between competitors in 
the satne city. 

‘‘Lack of strength had paralysed many individual efforts 
to correct abuses which had penetrated into trade circles, 
and effotts of this nature were largely abandoned, when a 
few representative men conceived the idea that friend. 
ship could be consistently and harmoniously combined 
with business, and thus many of the vexations and diff- 
culties incidental to trade could be very much modified.” 

Mr. Supplee’s remarks were listened to with grea: in- 
terest, and he was frequently greeted with spontancous 
applause. 

Subsequently Mr. Supplee was requested to supplement 
his remarks in a brief interview and was asked at what 
time he could be seen. With his characteristic energy he 
said ; 

‘* At 8:30 to-morrow morning.” 

It is said of him that he accomplished during the short 
time, not quite a week which he spent in London, an 
amount of business that astonished our English friends 
who are apt to take things more quietly and with more 
deliberation. 

Subsequently Mr. Supplee was asked if his association 
encouraged the formation of associations among retailers, 
and immediately replied in a decided affirmative. They 
believed, he exp'ained, that any movement which will 
bring about a greater measure of harmony in the Hardware 
trade is deserving of success, and is sure of hearty support 
from the association. 

Mr. Supplee was asked, what from his observation, was 
the most radical difference between trade in America and 
in England. ‘: The openness of American manufacturers,” 
he said, ‘‘and their willingness to show their kusiness 
methods and processes of manufacture even to their com- 
petitors is in strong contrast to the figurative wall which 
Englishmen build around their establishments. We believe 
in reciprocity—that we get as well as give—and are always 
on the alert to take as well as convey information. The 
effect on the wholeis good, as it encourages a higher stand- 
ard of excellence all around, andit has done much to make 
Americans able to meet European makers in the world’s 
market.” 

The attention of Mr. Supplee was then drawn to the 
opinions recently expressed by members of the trade at 
association meetings regarding the advisability of publish- 
ing trade prices and discounts. He was asked to give the 
experience of the trade in America, and to say if the mat- 
ter had ever been discussed to his knowledge in the Na- 
tional or any other association. He began his reply by 
alluding to the invariable practice in American trade papers 
of quoting discounts and net prices, and confirmed the 
statements of a correspondent regarding the greater pub- 
licity given to matters of this nature in America. He 
mentioned that about two years ago he attended a meet- 
ing of the Southern Hardware Association at Fortress 
Monroe. The ‘: Advisability of Publishing Trade Dis- 
counts " was one of the subjects down for discussion, and 
Mr. Supplee from his position as president of a kindred as- 
sociation, was asked to lead. This he did, and although 
he was unable to recall the speech he made on this occa- 
sion, he indicated its purport. His opinions he sum- 
marrised : 

‘‘If you eliminate prices from trade papers, where is 
their value? Trade prices and discounts, if accurate and 
plentiful, are the most valuable information a ttade paper 
can contain.’’ The speakers who followed Mr. Supplee 
agreed with the views he had expressed, and what opened 
under the guise of adiscussion closed as a unanimous ex- 
pression of opinion. 

Altogether Mr. Supplee has reason to feel highly gratified 
at the kind reception he met with from our British con- 
freres. Wherever he went he found the cordial grasp of 
a friendly hand, and the sincere expressions of good will 
fromm fraternal hearts. He represented our country and 
the Hardware industry with dignity and intelligence, for 
few men so alive to all that adds to the integtity and 
probity of a business of such world-wide importance, could 
have enjoyed so good an opportunity in a way to explain 
his broad-minded views and prove how thoroughly con- 
versant an American Hardware metchant must necessarily 
be to feel in complete touch with modern industrial achieve- 
ment and commercial success. 
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The Ideal Buggy. 
The accompanying cut illustrates a buggy recently 
placed on the market by the Union Carriage Co., St. Louis, 
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Mo. The buggy is described by the makers as having 
marbleized panels and riser, handsomely ornamented, con- 
structed with long distance axies, full bolted wheels, full 
length steel body loops, steel toe rails, steps and rub irons, 
full length velvet carpet with toe and side carpets; silver 
dash rail, high panel spring back and spring cushion, trim- 
med in No. 1 machine buffed leather, or heavy all wool 
cloth or whipcord. The back stays are stitched with silk 
with a cord on each side. The quarters are referred to as 
being dust proof, and handsomely corded with 22 ounce 
rubber roof, and back curtain, and leather quarters; or full 
leather top at an extra price. It is claimed that the self- 
lubricating axles with which the running gear is equipped 
will run over 1000 miles without requiring reoiling. The 
buggy is made with bodies of the following sizes: No. 110, 
23x54; No. 111, 20x54 and No. 112, 18x54inches. The com- 
pany also manufacture an extensive line of pleasure vehicles 
for the trade. 
North Bros. Ratchet Screw Drivers. 

The North Bros. Mfg. Co., Philadelphia, Pa., are intro- 

ducing to the Hardware trade, the ratchet Screw Drivers, 
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ties. It is made to meet the demand for a light blade 


screw driver for small screws to be used in electric work, 
or light cabinet making. 


It will be noticed that it has on 


its blade a knurled washer, and by means of this the blade 
can be turned by the finger and thumb. ‘This facility per- 
mits the hand holding the handle to press steadily against 
the screw and prevent the screw from wobbling, while 

the same time, the thumb and finger can turn and ratchet 
the blade until the screw is well started in its place, when 
it can be driven home by the hand upon the handle. In 
taking out a screw it is started by turning the blade by the 
handle until loose, and then run out by thumb and finger 
operating the knurled washer, in this way,the work is very 
easily and rapidly accomplished. To ratchet, the slide is 
pushed up or down the handle and placed midway in the 
slot, so as to make the blade fixed and rigid. This screw 
driver is made in several sizes, two, three, four, and five 
inches, but all of the same diameter of blade, 7 32 inch, with 
one sized handle to all the different lengths. They are 
packed one. half dozen in a strong paper box, and the man- 
ufacturers refer to the materials and workmanship as being 
of superior quality in every detail, as every tool is guaran- 
teed. The Yankee Ratchet Screw Driver No. 20°: which is 
shown herewith, Fig. 2, is a spiral ratchet tool, a modifica- 
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which are shown in the accompanying illustrations, the 
first of which, Fig. 1, is known as the ‘* Yankee”’ No. 
15, which as a ratchet screw driver is a modification of 
their No. 10, which has been one of their popular special- 
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tion in this instance of thecompany’s No.30. Itis designed 
to push or ratchet screws into place, but not to take them 
out in that way. It is so arranged that it can be used asa 
rigid driver by simply moving the shifter to the opposite 
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side of the slot. It is explained that the construction of the 
ratchet and pawl, permits of a very compact arrangement, 
which makes the tool convenient in size, light in weight, 
yet sufficiently strong in the vital parts. The manufact- 
urers claim that neither pawl nor ratchet can bend, break or 
get out of order; and also that the friction in the ratchet 
mechanism in the forward movement is so slight as to be 
hardly felt, while the backward movement is quite noise- 
less.

the contents have beenextracted. The great trouble about 
the use of ordinary lunch boxes, is the inconvenience of 
carrying them home after the contents have been duly dis- 
posed of. It is a very gratifying thing to start out with a 
box well filled with an enjoyable lunch, but when at the 
end of the day it is desirable to return home, the exertion 
of carrying the empty box isconsidered quite inconvenient, 
for without the folding facility indicated in the cut,the box 
would be of the same size at night asin the morning. To 
overcome this difficulty, F. G. O. Ehle & Co. have devised 
this very novel and effectual style of lunch box. It con- 
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sists of a top and bottom made of japanned metal fastened 
together by brown canvas. The closed box measures 
74x4% inches, and is only one-half inch thick, so that it 
can be readily put in the pocket. By pulling it out, which 
is accomplished similar to an accordion, and opening the 
lid which is held by a simple catch, the box will expand to 
a depth of four and three-quarter inches, and is easily car 
ried by means of a woven handle that is firmly fastened at 
the top by metal clips. One of the ingenious features of 
the box is the method by which it is held open by means of

two wire braces, that swing down close to the ends, and 
keep the sides taut, which has the stiffness of a tin box 


when in an open position. These braces are swung back 
when the box is empty and it collapses into the size noted 
above. These lunch boxes are placed before the trade to 
retail at twenty-five cents each, and at this price samples 
willbe sent to those who are interested in such goods.

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THE SMOKELESS POWDER AGE. 
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The subject of smokeless powder is one in which more 
or less interest will always be manifested, not only by 
sportsmen but by the world at large, for it realizes that this 
explosive is coming to play a great part in modern warfare. 
But it is the sportsman alone who has watched the devel- 
opment of each new nitro, who has tested them all as they 
came out and has pronounced them good or bad as the 
result of his experiments seemed to justify. 

There are men in this country who when going shooting 
are satisfied to accept shells loaded with any powder that 
may be offered them without even inquiring what powder 
that may be, but they are few and far between. For the 
average gunner insists on not only knowing what powder 
he is to shoot but also on learning all points in connection 
with the manufacture thereof that are within his reach. 
Indeed to many sportsmen fully one-half of the pleasure of 
an outing lies in the preparation therefor—the loading and 
testing of shells, the overhauling of the gun and the ar- 
ranging of the hunting clothes! 

Unfortunately for those who are interested in powder 
and who would delve into the details of its composition 
there is no source where they can gain the information 
which they seek. For in these days the manufacturers of 
nitro compounds guard their formulas as they would the 
location of a hiddentreasure. This generally for fear that 
their non-patentable methods would be appropriated by 
competitors if divulged. 

The ingredients of black powder were_.never a secret; all 
knew that this explosive was a mechanical composition of 
saltpetre, sulphur and charcoal, but with smokeless pow- 
ders beyond the fact that they were chemical compositions 
of explosive acids, the shooting public has always been 
kept in the dark. But, regardless of this secrecy it is safe 
to say that in no branch of industry has there been so rapid 
an advance as in the manufacture of smokeless powder. A 
few years ago it was unheard of; nowit is used tothe almost 
entire exclusion of the black powder which for hundreds 
of years was the only propelling force known to gunners. 
The wonder is that black powder should have reigned 
supreme so long, especially in the face of modern inventive 
genius, but it was a faithful servant at all times and its 
faults were overlooked. 

The explosive strength of certain acids when blended 
together is not of modern discovery and yet it was not 
until just about fifty years ago that these were utilized in 
the making of guncotton. This was nothing more or less 
than the steeping of ordinary cotton in a mixture of sul- 
phuric and nitric acids. The result was a substance which 
unconfined burned freely, without an ash and without an 
explosion, but which, when confined, exerted a force that 
was beyond all control. In fact it was too violent to be of 
much use except for blasting purposes and all efforts to fire 
it in cannon or small arms invariably resulted disastrously. 
Afterwards came the discovery of nitro glycerine, in which 
ordinary glycerine was made the basis for the incorpora- 
tion of acids, and afterward a long series of attempts at 


the manufacture of nitro-powder with one or both of the - 


foregoing explosives as the component parts thereof. It 
was to tame these two giant forces and to render them 
available for use in gunnery that the efforts of chemists as 
well as practical powder makers were bent. And itisasto 
the method of accomplishing this that the manufacturers 
of to-day maintain the greatest secrecy. They have ac- 





quired their formulas after years of costly experiments,and 
they intend to keep them. 

Speaking generally, smokeless powders consist of acids 
that have been rendered available by means of an absorb- 
ent. Asarule sulphuric and nitric acids are used though 
sometimes picric acid is employed. These acids are incor- 
porated in cotton wool, in wood fibre or pulp, in corncob 
pith, or in any similar material susceptible of a high nitra- 
tion and which at the same time will form no obstacle to a 
complete combustion. The product of this process is gun 
cotton and this is the prime factor in all nitro powders. 
With this gun cotton nitro glycerine is used in some grades 
of powder while in others it is not. 

After the nitration, as the steeping of the cotton in the 
acids is called, it is washed and rewashed and then finally 
boiled in water to remove all surplus acids. After having 
been carefully dried the cotton is ground under edgerollers 
until it resembles the finest lint which is then in turn com- 
pletely dissolved in a chemical preparation. It is at this 
stage that the secret ingredients are added, the object 
thereof being to retard the burning of the gun cotton or 
as has now become,collodion,and to gain some control over 
its explosive powers. 

Then comes the drying of the mixture or rather the 
evaporation of the dissolving chemicals, leaving behind a 
heavy paste or gluish substance,and the granulation. The 
most modern system employed in this work and which 
many other makers are trying to imitate by reason of the 
extreme uniformity it gives is that of the Laflin & Rand 
Powder Co., of New York, whose smokeless powder mills 
are located at Pompton, N. J. 

The process employed by this company consists in placing 
this rapidly drying mass of explosive glue under hydraulic 
pressure and forcing it out through tiny dies in long thin 
strings which are cut into exact sizes or grains and then 
allowed todry. By this method every grain isof the same 
size and contains the same amount of explosive strength 
which is an impossibility under the ordinary system of 
granulation employed by many makers. 

Then come the tests; first, chemical, as to the purity of 
the compound, and then practical, as to the bursting power 
and the velocity imparted to the shot or bullet. The burst- 
ing strain is ascertained by means of a pressure gun which 
shows the force exerted at the breech as well as at any 
point between the breech and the muzzle and all powder 
placed on the market must first have conformed to the re- 
quirements laid down for it in that direction. The velocity 
is taken by means of a chronograph, an electrical device 
whereby two electric circuits are broken by the charge 
from the gun and the time of its passage between the two 
points accurately recorded down to the one one-hundred 
thousandth part of asecond. Not only isit possible to tell 
the exact rate at which the charge travels after leaving the 
gun but its velocity can also be taken at three separate 
places inside the gun barrel. The powder is then stored 
away in the magazines or packed in cans for the market. 

This is the system as followed by the Laflin & Rand 
Powder Co. with regard to the tests, which are of the most 
stringent nature and it may be added that if any lot of 
powder fai.s in the smallest degree to comply with the 
rigid requirements, it is at once condemned and destroyed. 
This company has been engaged in the manufacture of 
smokeless powder but a short time, but ever since it ac- 
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quired control of the plant of the old American Powder Co., 
it has followed the set rule of never allowing an ounce of 
powder to leave the factory until it had been proved per- 
fect. To this no doubt is due the immense popularity 
which this powder now enjoys. 

But to return to the development of smokeless powder. 
The first nitro that was ever placed in the hands of sports- 
men was the Schultz powder manufactured in Haimpshire, 
England,and first placed on the market in 1868. Although 
this powder was then highly commended by a number of 
English sportsmen who carried out a series of tests, it was 
exceedingly imperfect and had so many faults that it was 
not brought to the general attention of sportsmen until 
perhaps fifteen years later. It was perhaps not more than 
twenty years ago that Schultz powder and several other 
varieties then being made were placed on the American 
market, were tried by many sportsmen and condemned. 
For many reasons these early trials could not have been 
glowing successes; the powder was exceedingly crude, and 
even dangerous, while there were no guns,shells or primers 
adapted for its use. Many accidents occurred from an im- 
proper loading of these powders, but the general result of 
these early experiments was a failure to get a high enough 
velocity out of the powder to render its use desirable. 

From the very first there was a fight against smokeless 
powder by the devotees of the old black powder, and these 
opponents of progress were heartily seconded by certain 
manufacturers, who not being in a position to take up the 
manufacture of the new powder themselves, naturally ob- 
jected to their business rivals doing so. <A few of the man- 
ufacturers, however, realized that it would be but a short 
time before the nitro compounds would supersede the 
black powders, and anxious to be the first to offer sports- 
men a thoroughly reliable article, bent all of their energies 
toward perfecting it. The result has been that there are 
now a dozen or more different varieties of smokeless pow- 
der being manufactured and which are being used in fully 
four-fifths of all the guns in the country. 

Passing over all the various stages of the manufacture of 
smokeless powder and the objections that were raised to 
each new brand as it was brought out, it may be said that 
when all else had seemingly been perfected, there was stili 
one point wherein the makers failed utterly to attain that 
which they sought. This was to secure a powder which 
was not affected by climatic changes,and which, regardless 
of heat or cold, dryness or dampness, would always give 
the same velocity and breech pressure. For this class of 
explosive has always been peculiarly susceptible to climatic 
changes and was likely under certain conditions to develop 
a weakness or strength which rendered it entirely unfit for 
use. 

In a sporting powder this losing of strength proved par- 
ticularly noticeable along the coast and in the marshes. 
Wild fowl hunters would start on a trip with several hun- 
dred shells, which at the time of loading seemed perfect, 
only to discover to their chagrin,a few days later, that they 
had been so affected by the damp atmosphere, that their 
ballistic properties had vanished and their powers of doing 
' harm to ducks or geese disappeared. Many an outing has 
been ruined through this failure of ammunition to do what 
was required of it, and for this reason gunners have not 
been slow to condemn the powders that were heretofore 
offered them. To turn out therefore a powder that was 
free from these defects has been the goal toward which all 
manufacturers struggied. 

This end has at last been attained by the Laflin & Rand 
Powder Co., the process of the manufacture of whose 
powder was given in the general description of smokeless 
powder composition. This company has brought out a 
nitro powder which experiments have demonstrated to be 
absolutely waterproof. Severe tests of soaking it in water 
for months, then drying and firing it, have failed to show a 
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perceptible loss in velocity. This same claim has been 
made by other powder makers, but while their products 
could be burned after soaking and drying, their ballistic 
properties were entirely destroyed, several of them failing 
to even drive the shot from the muzzle of the gun. This 
at least has been the result of a series of experiments car- 
ried on with a view to finding a nitro powder that was not 
affected by dampness, and it justifies the statement that 
the Laflin& Rand smvkeless is all that its makers claim for 
it. However, this is a point that anyone can demonstrat 
for himself. It needs no chronograph, no pressure eun: 
simply an ordinary shot gun, some empty shells and saim- 
ples of the various smokeless powders. The experiment is 
interesting and well worthy of the trouble if it prevents the 
spoiling of an outing with ammunition that has deteriorated 
in strength. 

Smokeless powders have revolutionized the art of gun- 
nery and now that the last fault in their make up has been 
overcome it is likely that they alone will be used in the 
future, and that in a few years, black powder will exist in 
memory only.

‘‘A high Government official” has been talking about 
thetrust mania. ‘‘ This craze for consolidation of indus- 
trials reminds me,” he said, ‘‘of Sam Allerton and his 
yacht.” 

The story runs something like this: 

Mr. Allerton built for himself a fine country house on the 
shores of Lake Geneva, Wis. It was as fine as anybody's 
home in that locality. When he had the house about 
finished some one told him he would have to have a yacht, 
not one of the modern steam yachts such as you see down 
East, but a sailing boat.

The spaces in the bases hereafter will be so constructed 
that the drawers will be ‘‘interchangeable ” from one base 
to another, or one space to another, thus enabling the mer- 
chant to transfer any size drawer (excepting one) to any 
place along the base he desires. Through this principle of 
transferring the drawers in the bases, as well as the cabi- 
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Another very important feature of these improved bases 
is that for goods that may be too numerous to conveniently 
handle in the glass front drawers, the merchant can have 
one glass front drawer sampled with the goods, showing 
various patterns, but the stock and various lengths can be 
conveniently carried immediately under this glass front 
drawer in the base. For instance, files, chisels, etc. By 
the display of a line in one drawer the customer’s attention 
is called to that line. 

In the base immediately under it, which has ample depth 
from front to back, it enables the merchant to place each 
size of chisel or file in a drawer by itself,so that it is quickly 
found, and the stock is always kept separated, and requir- 
ing but little thought or study by the most inexperienced 
merchant or clerk to know where each article and size is. 
By this the merchant has the advantage of the sample 
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nets above, goods of any kind can be transferred to any 
other location of the store, and assembled in whatever 
form the merchant may desire, and at any location he may 
wish. 

The study of the J. D. Warren Mfg. Co. has been to as- 
semble goods in as compact a space as possible, at the 
same time having a distinct separate place for each article, 
and in carefully studying this they find the bases beneath 
the cabinets figure as a most important part and make val- 
uable a space that has heretofore been usually ignored. 
They feel that the space between the floorand the shelving 
is one of the most valuable locations for convenienee of 
keeping goods and rapid waiting on customers. 

The bases are so made with the cabinets above that all 
goods of one class are assembled, so that in waiting on a 
customer it can be done in a short space of time, thereby 


displayed and the heavy, bulky stock stored where he is 
relieved from lifting the weight of the heavy drawers, and 
can easily reach the stock by drawing out the correct one 
inthe base. This feature they carry throughout their shelv- 
ing—it being equally important and valuable in each line.

The American Trade Index of Manufacturers which was is- 
sued last December by the National Association of Manufact- 
urers of Philadelphia, received a wide distribution in various 
quarters of the globe,and it is to be duplicated this fall bya 
Spanish edition, it having been translated into that language, 
and is now on the press, with the expectation of being 
ready for distribution within about two weeks. It will be 
a volume of nearly 500 pages, and it is the intention of the 
Association to distribute 5000 copies without any charge 
whatever, to the best merchants in the Spanish-speaking 
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saving hundreds of steps to the merchant and many to the 
customer (that occur when stock is placed so that both have 
to walk from one portion of the store to another several 
times during a purchase.) For instance, take builders’ 
Hardware. Theyseekto haveall the patterns of fasteners, 
pulls, locks, etc., well displayed in the cabinet with the 
glass front drawers. Then beneath this cabinet is a base 
finished with drawers with various movable partitions, giv- 
ing a space for the storage of heavy fixtures, such as parlor 
sliding door hangers, sash cord, blind hinges, etc. These 
drawers serve the purpose of carrying goods that could not 
well be put in the drawers with the glass fronts, as many 
of them are naturally too heavy, and then again, proper 
partitions could not be arranged in the upper cabinets. 

Through the form of construction of their new base,any 
size drawer,from four inches wide up to twenty-four inches 
can be transferred to any base. The smaller drawers are 
arranged in a sub-cabinet, as shown in cut ‘‘ A.” 


countries. They are encouraged to do this, as on a num- 
ber of occasions, visitors from South America and Europe 
have come to their offices with a copy of the English edi- 
tion under their arm, and they feel confident that this is 
one of the most effective plans for bringing the names and 
business of American manufacturers prominently before 
the attention of foreign buyers.

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REVIEW OF THE MARKETS. 


Hardware: Fall business starts in with a good, healthy 
impetus. Less anxiety is given to changing prices, which 
are all on the up grade, than to the seller’s ability to de- 
liver the goods he is so fully prepared to enter orders for. 
Factories have done the best they could to utilize the sum- 
mer months, usually dull enough, to the heaping up of 
some surplus products, and the partial filling of unfilled 
orders, which some of them wish had never been taken. 
Increasing facilities are progressing on every hand, and 
the prospects are, barring the difficulty in obtaining raw 
material, that all orders will be within reach before the 
early buyer for Spring requirements begins his hustling 
for 1900. 

Wire NaiJs: The American Steel & Wire Co. announced 
on Sept. 1st a new advance in the price of wire nails of 15 
cents a keg. This had begun to be anticipated by the 
trade, to stimulate sales, and they would have been disap- 
pointed if it had failed to arrive. It does not seem to 
affect the traffic adversely, the demand being exceedingly 
good. Present quotations may be stated as follows, f.o.b.

THE BOSTON TRADE. 

August business closes with evidence of anincreased Fall 
trade and conditions were never more favorable for a con- 
tinuation of a heavy demand in all lines of Hardware for 
the balance of the year. 

One would naturally expect the great rise in values would 
check buying, but the demand seems to be fully as large 
and the continual advances seem to stimulate rather than 
lessen sales. As one of our customers said to us a few days 
ago when we told him that builders’ Hardware had ad- 
vanced twenty per cent., ‘‘It makes no difference if it has 
gone up 100 per cent. we must have the goods.” 

There is still much delay in obtaining prompt shipments 
from manufacturers and all seem to be willing to accept 
cancellations when their customers find they are able to 
procure the goods elsewhere. 

The recent advances in wire and cut nails were not unex- 
pected and the trade seem to be willing to pay the advance. 
In such lines, however, it is evident they are buying only 
from hand to mouth and quantities are not larger than 
their immediate wants require. FRYE, PHIPPS & Co. 


THE PHILADELPHIA TRADE. 

Advances have become the order of the day in such a 
general way they are no longer regarded as strange or ex- 
citing—in fact the trade have acquired a habit of expecting 
advances and are not surprised when they come, as they 
are still doing with great regularity. Almost every day 
brings reports of fresh advances, which seem to be extend- 
ing to all lines of goods, including many articles hitherto 
‘exempt. 

Fancy goods are feeling the effect of increased cost, and 
within the last few days advances have been announced on 
plated ware, plated knives and forks, high-priced tools and 
other goods which were supposed to be so far removed 
from raw material cost as scarcely to be subject to new 
conditions. 

From manufacturers, however, from all sides come in- 
creasing complaints of the scarcity of material, and these 
complaints are more pointed and general than at any time 
in the past, and manufacturers seem further from catching 
up on their orders than for some time past. 

Many manufacturers are being compelled to make con- 
tracts for material for 1900, not only to protect themselves 
against still higher cost of raw material, but to insure 
delivery when wanted in time for Spring trade. Under 
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these conditions there is no temptation to cut prices, and 
the market is very firm in consequence. 

It is pleasant to note that the retail dealers generally ex- 
press themselves as pleased with the situation, and grati- 
fied at the prospect before them of making additional 
money by reason of the increased value of their stocks. It 
is to be hoped that many dealers who have been working 
on small capital, and with limited means, will thus make 
sufficient profit to be lifted out of their cramped condition, 
so that, hereafter, they will have a larger capital at their 
command. | 

Collections are already showing some improvement, and 
it is our belief this improvement will develop as the year 
lengthens. Certainly, there is every reason to expect a 
good Fall trade. Never, perhaps, were laborers so gener- 
ally and profitably employed, and the vast amount of 
money being spent in this way must inevitably be felt in 
the channels of trade.

Our business generally is in splendid shape, confidence 
in the market is stimulating purchases and the retailers are 
laying in their usual Fall supplies. 

Collections are correspondingly good, which is a most 
pleasant evidence of a healthy condition of trade. A few 
of our farmers are on the lookout for some modern philan- 
thropist, embracing the qualities of financeering and pro- 
moting, who will take them under his wing and double the 
price of cerials, etc. 

The recent advance in both cut and wire nails was a lit- 
tle startling, particularly respecting cut nails, we,therefore, 
can but infer that five cent advances are now off and that 
in the future we can expect deeds of greater valor.

The Fall trade is now in full swing and is very active. 
There is every reason why it should be in the district sur- 
rounding Pittsburg, foreach and every industry hereabout 
is pushed to its capacity, with work for every man who 
wants it, at good wages. 

Hardware prices continue to advance, and having pig 
iron as a basis of cost, with good reason. The extraordi- 
nary and world-wide demand for iron and steel and their 
products continues unabated.

THE CLEVELAND TRADE. 

The dull summer months of years past were missing 
this year, and instead the summer gave us months about as 
active as the busiest of some other years. 

Fall business is on with a rush and with September Ist, 
Saturday afternoon closing and Labor Day in rapid succes- 
sion, we are nearly driven to extremes. The hay fever 
season is at its height and robs us of our leader, and you 
of your regular correspondent, who has banished business 
cares for the present and is taking a much needed rest 
together with considerable enjoyment in the wilds of 
Canada. 

Prices continue to advance with no prospect of a reac- 
tion in sight. The foolish jobbers and dealers, who did not 
believe that prices could possibly stay up long enough to 
let them dispose of the goods they had bought, without 
cutting the market prices, are no doubt many of them in 
bad shape now. Their plan of conducting business: 
wherever you see an order, grab it; much like the Irish- 
man at Donnybrook fair, wherever you see a head, hit it, 
has proved disastrous for once. Most of them would be 
glad to buy back some of the goods they were so anxious 
to sell, and at higher prices than they obtained. In many 
lines it is difficult to get goods promptly, even at the high- 
est prices, and those who have reserved a supply for the 
immediate and pressing wants of their customers will serve 
both them and themselves best. 

Many advances, and notably those on wire and nails are 
promptly adopted now with scarcely an exception. Trade 
is very good and collections satisfactory.

THE INDIANAPOLIS TRADE. 

It is through many difficulties that we are able to fill our 
orders sold earlier, and which are now being demanded, for 
corn knives, apple parers,lanterns,cross cut saws,and axes. 

It has surprised us how the trade, so far as quality is con- 
cerned, has changed within the past twelve months.- A 
year ago,the cheapest lantern we could buy,and the lowest 
priced axe in stock, were in the greatest demand. Now 
everybody wants the highest priced lantern on the market, 
and when shown samples of the best and latest axe to be 
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had, they remark: ‘‘ That is what I want,” and when yoy 
talk to them about cheap axes, they say: ‘‘I guess I carrie 
over all I will sell of them.”’ 

Last season we sold very few apple parers, but the year 
before the dealer wanted something cheap, regardless of 
quality. We naturally tried to supply the demand, but are 
now closing out what we had left at a ridiculously low price. 
expecting the price to move them, while the demand for 
the 78 Reading, which we had difficulty in movine two 
years ago, because of the price, are now selling faster than 
we can get them. 

In spite of there being no peaches this year in this sec. 
tion, and not a superabundance of tomatoes, we have had 


a very large trade in tin fruit cans, cleaning up our stock 
in good shape.

The dry weather continues and everything is suffering 


from the effects of it. A few local showers the past two 
days but no general rain. Corn is being cut and a great 
deal of it will not be as well filled as it would have been 
had we had rain a few weeks ago; but still there will be an 
immense crop. 

Trade is good and the only trouble now is to get goods. 
Prices are not very uniform among jobbers, as some seem 
to think they will be able to replace stock for less than they 
are selling it for. We know of several instances where 
jobbers sold goods for ‘ess than they could be bought for, 
and they went the round of jobbers trying to get them to 
help them out, saying they had oversold and asking if we 
could not help them by selling them so much at a price so 
they would not lose. These jobbers who have been doing 
these smart things are finding out that instead of being 
able to buy goods at reduced prices, can’t get them at any 
price without waiting their turn with the manufacturers, 
and their turn may come in two weeks or two months, as 
manufacturers seem to be unable to keep up with orders. 
Jobbers are having considerable annoyance on account of 
not being able to get goods which were to be delivered 
September first. Axes, cross-cut saws, stove boards, coal 
hods, stove pipe and elbows are slow in coming in. It is 
very gratifying to have orders come as freely as they have 
for several months, but very unsatisfactory to not be able 
to fill them complete, and the trouble is not with the job- 
ber but with the manufacturer. We know that orders

THE DAVENPORT TRADE. 

There has been too much time given to the social and 
entertainment part of life here of late to have many spare 
moments for writing trade reports. A successful and largely 
attended street fair at the Moline end of the Tri-city; three 
circuses within a week, a State Fair at Des Moines and 
everything closed yesterday for Labor Day, to say nothing 
of the side attractions including the Cherry Sisters who 
have been with us for two weeks. Our Electric Street Car 
Company report fifty-five thousand fares received in one 
day. The Street Car Company are building a line to the 
shops of the Government Arsenal. Work on the new rail- 
road between Davenport and Clinton is progressing, and 
we are promised that trains will be running to Clinton by 
Thanksgiving Day. 

There is an unprecedented demand for all grades of 
lumber taxing our enormous saw mills to their greatest 
capacity, and this is especially true of lumber used in 
manufacturing packing boxes; one factory has taken this 
season over two million feet fresh from the saw mills. No 
greater evidence could be given of the increasing sale of 
general merchandise as well as of shelf Hardware. Prices 
of Hardware are still climbing skyward, and the invariable 
reason given for their continued advances are scarcity of 
raw material. Manufacturers who make iron and steel for 
a living evidently will not perish for hunger this year, while 
the twisters of rope, crushers of flax and corroders of white 
lead may also hope for at least three meals a day. 

The political orator is going about through the land and 
the sound of his voice can be heard inevery town and ham- 
let thereof. The demand does not seem to beso much for 
a change in the policy that has given such great prosperity, 
as it is for the political offices. So far like raw material, 
the supply is unequal to the demand.

THE ST. PAUL TRADE. 

The record for eight months of the year 1899 is now 
made up, and eventful and exciting months they have been 
to those who have had anything to do with the iron and 
steel markets. The like has never before been experienced 
in the history of the Hardware business. Those of us who 
were in business in 1879 will recall the boom of that year, 
which approaches nearer to the present condition than any- 
thing that has occurred within the experience of the writer. 
Can we profit by the knowledge gained by this experience? 
Well, perhaps we can to some extent, but we know that in 
this life we never twice meet with the same events, or con- 
ditions surrounding them. If this were not so, we would 
only have to study the history of the past to know how to 
shape our daily affairs. 

We remember that the boom of ’79 was of short duration. 
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Advances were very sharp and rapid, and, the end coming 
suddenly, the declines were equally sharp. A good many 
staple goods were bought by jobbers and others at the top 
of the market, and before they could be unloaded, the 
price had dropped to as lowa point as the lowest before 
the boom began. 

The question to consider now is this: Does the present 
situation warrant the large advances that lave recently 
been made, or, are they unnatural and unhealthy, being 
caused by so-called ‘‘ Trusts,” and, therefore, liable to 
collapse at any time? We know that before the present 
advances were made, the prices ruling were abnormally 
low, and with all expenses reduced to the lowest possible 
limit, labor included, manufacturers were complaining that 
they could not always get the money back that they had 
put into their goods. We recognize that such a condition 
could not continue lng without disastrous results to all 
business interests, au.’ therefore it was perfectly legitimate 
to expect a change, especially as the agricultural interests 
of the country were in so prosperous a condition. There- 
fore, it would seem that these advances were inevitable— 
Trusts or no Trusts. 

Now, is any one classof people getting an undue share of 
these advances, or are the benefits pretty evenly dis- 
tributed? From general reports, it appears that the con- 
dition of all classes is greatly improved over that of a year 
ago. There is plenty of work for all who want to work, 
and at greatly increased wages. Money is plenty and 
cheap. General prosperity reigns. The thought of the 
country governs the country. ‘‘ The wish is father to the 
thought.’’ Do we wish for a change? Prices are not un- 
reasonably high. A good proportion of the advance is 
given to labor, which advance immediately goes into cir- 
culation, thus making the prosperity that we are having. 

As far as we are concerned, we enjoy the present situa- 
tion vastly more than we did that of a year ago, and we 
hope no change will occur unless it is for greater prosperity. 
Reports come from our farmers that help is scarce, and 
that $2 50 per day and more, including board, is readily 
paid for harvest hands. Crops are generally good; prices 
for farm products improving. Every indication points toa

THE MINNEAPOLIS TRADE. 

It is about the same story, everybody is busy, conditions 
generally very favorable. We think asarule dealers are 
getting the advances as they are made. Still every little 
while we know of deals being closed apparently without 
regard to present cost of goods, and in some instances at 
less figures than they can be replaced for. During the 
month of August we had considerable rain; that is espec- 
ially true in some sections of the Northwest. The up-to-. 
date farmers who were attending strictly to their business 
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stacked their wheat, but a great many shiftless ones left the 
wheat in the shock waiting for the thresher to come along, 
which they hoped would come before there was much 
damage. Their crop is in very bad shape. We learn of 
one section where it is estimated fully one-half of the crop 
that has been gathered in good condition has been ruined 
through shiftlessness. Probably only asmall portion of the 
total amount has been affected, but it seems too bad when 
a crop is practically ready for the market to have any por- 
tion of it spoiled in this way. It is generally understood 
that while the crop is large, it is not as large as it was esti- 
mated along in July. In view of the fact, however, that 
the farmers generally were in excellent financial condition, 
there will be money enough come out of this crop to keep 
the Northwest in as prosperous condition, thus assuring 
good business for the next year to come. 

Building operations are quite extensive in the city and 
surrounding country. While occasionally we hear of some 
one who has given up the idea on account of increased cost 
of material, labor, etc., we believe the fact that the people 
generally are prosperous and business good, enough others 
are enabled to build, that it more than offsets, and we can- 
not see any prospect of a decline in values of building 
material for the next year tocome. The saw mills are all 
very busy in spite of the advance of three or four dollars 
per thousand on lumber. There is a decided scarcity of 
some grades. There are indications of a little better feel- 
ing in real estate circles, and increase in values and sales 
is something to be desired. W. K. Morison & Co,

R. I., thence to the British provinces. 
Much has been written of 


‘* Boston, the beautiful city, 
Where all is rare, ancient or new, 
With its parks, its gardens, its palaces, 
Presenting a wonderful view.”’
